The grounds of the asylum make an excellent 
place for recreation, with the close-cut green lawns 
and the little winding paths and flower beds, and I 
speak only as one when I say that 1 look forward 
with pleasure to the airing. They are extensive, 
and possess a few grand old trees, and sauntering 
under the drooping boughs one is inclined to con- 
sider himself miles away trom the precincts of a 
ouse.

A poor deranged fellow once managed to 
rcale the rear wall of the grounds, and travelled 
some miles to carry out an act he had probably 

pondering over for a lengti» of time. 
He was a native of Cheshunt, and had been 
to be married to a young lady with whom 
he been keeping company. One morning her 
body was found on the railway a mile or two 
distant dead, and a fortnight later he was brought 
to the asylum. There was ineanity in his family, 
and the news turned his brain, and he had several 
times after hearing it attempted to take his hfe. 
On escaping from the asylum he journeyed to his 
mative place, but how is unknown, and threw 
himeelf on to the railway at the same spot at 
which the body of his sweetheart had been found, 
and was killed by a passing train. j 
The present accommodation for lanatics, com- 
what it was some years back, is con- 
siderably improved. In lieu of what was then 
little more than cages, large well-furnished rooms 
are now their abode. These are termed galleries, 
and contain pianos, flowers, and Looks of every 
On either side of these galleries are 
«mall bed-rooms for the inmates, each containing 
e bed, chest of drawers, and washhand basin, the 
latter only being allowed to re.nain in the room 
the whole night through when the occupant is not 
euicidally inclined. The doorsc these bed-rooms 
are closed with springa fixed out side, unable to be 
reached from the interior, and in the upper panel 
of the door is a grating to allow of the night officials 
seeing into the compartment thiit all is well. A 
stern voice of an attendant at one of these 
gratings has in many cases a remarkable effect on 
those who quite unexpectedly commence to shriek 
and rage and swear. The occupant, probably sit- 
ting up in bed and throwing the clothesabout and 
ehrieking at the top of his voice, becomes at once 
ealm, and falls back on tbe bed and pulls the 
elothes over him with a growl like that of an 
uncultured animal. To an unaccustomed eye it 
makes a deep impression—the wild eyes, the 
horrible grimaces, the dishevelled hair, and the 
ervous twitching of the fingers, and the whole 
’s pity feels for them and opines that death 
would be preferable. 

In addition to these galleries are the padded 
fooms, with the inside fate of the walls covered 
with ındiarubber, and being devoid of every piece 
of furniture. These rooms are only used when 
any of the patients have a wild insane fit. Itis 
then almost always imperative to lock the clothes 
and boots on the body, and in some instances to 
alsofasten the hands behind. Jf these things 
were not done there would beno controllingthem ; 
they would tear every particle of clothing off an 
then dash themselves against the sides of the walls 
accompanied with shrieks and foul language, in 
the hope of killing themselves. At other times 
these same people stroll about the galleries and 
sit down and read books as quietly andcomposedly 
@s any ordinary person, and as though it were im- 
possible for them to act as they probably did the 
evening before. 

This unfortunate class of humanity have 
peculiar hallucinations. I recollect a man who 
always fancied he had a kettle of hot water at the 
back of his neck, and would walk about with his 
shoulders drawn up to prevent it, according to 
his idea, falling, asking everybody the question, 
Does it boil yet ? ” and he would not be satisfied 
Antil he was told it did boil, when he would sit 
down, but only to rise again a few minutes later 
and pursue the same question.

At the Wrexham Police Court this week, an 


important case ander the Merchandise Marks Act | Tol; 


respecting the sale of German goods as of English 
manufacture, occupied the magistrates for several 
hours. Defendant is ajeweller and general dealer 
in Wrexham, and tbe prosecution was undertaken 
by the Sheffield Federated Trades Council.—A 
member of that body, Mr. Ridge, a tool manufac- 
turer, was in Wrexham on business in September, 
and in passing defendant's shop noticed that most 
of the articles exhibited for sale were of German 
manufacture. He asked for a Sheffield-made chisel, 
and defendant said he could not guarantee that the 
chisels he had were of Sheflield manufacture. Later 
in the day Mr. Ridge returned to defendant's shop 


in company with an assistant from a local iron? t 


monger's. Mr. Ridge thenasked for a brace, a tool 
used by joiners,&c. andsaid he wanted it of Sheffield 
manutacture. Defendant sold him a brace, which 
he declared had been made in Sheffield. He also 
sold him a pair of scissors, which he asserted had 
also been made in Sheffield. Mr. Ridge knew 
when he saw the goods that they were of German 
manufacture, and he asked defendant several 
times ıf he was sure they were of Sheffield make, 
and he replied each time that they were.— 
Evidence was called to prove this, but defendant 
and his brother utterly denied having stated that 
the articles were of Shettield manufacture. — The 
chairman said they must both have committed 
perjury if the witnesses for the prosecution had 
er the truth. The bench certainly considered 
the case proved, but taking into consideration tho 
fact that this was the first case of the kind in that 
court, only fined defendant 2s.

Figures do notalways lie, and as Lord Falmouth 
never betted, it is not difficult to compute how 
large his profits must have been from 1870 to the 
sale of his stud in 1884, seeing that during that 
period he won nearly a quurter of a million in 
stakes, and that his horses in training and breed- 
ing etud fetched considerably over £100,000. This 
was independent of the large sums he had received 
for other horses sold privately; and after making 
the most liberal allowance for expenses, it will be 
safe to assert that Lord Falmouth made more 
money out of the turf than any of his contem 
raries. Of course, a number of these latter, who 
have been trying all their lives to get hold of a 
good horse, but who have never succeeded, 
affected to believe that the success of Lord Fal- 
mouth was “all luck,” and hinted that Lord 
Falmouth did not deserve the slightest credit for 
having twice won the Derby and Two Thousand, 
three times the St. Leger, and so forth. But he 
could afford to Jet them snigger and carp, the 
truth being that, aided by luck though he un- 
doubtedly was, he not only was a fine judge of a 
horse, but had the most intimate knowledge of 
breeding. It is but poor praise to say of one who

REMARKABLE WILL SUIT. 

In the Probate Division on Thursday, Mr. 
Justice Butt bad before him the case of Griffiths 
v. Wintle. It was to test the validity of the will 
of Mrs. Mary Grimwood, who died last November 
at Cheltenham. The wiil in dispute was dated 
September 13th, 1888, and by it the testatrix left 
her property of the value of £900, to Mrs. Harriett 
Griffiths, the plaintiff (wife of Major Griffiths), 
whose nurse in early life sho had been. 
The defendants, Mr. Richard Wintle, executor 
under a will of 1871 and two codicils, and Mrs. 
James, a granddaughter of the deceased, con- 
tested the will on the ground that the testatrix 
was not, at the time of making the will, of sound 
disposing mind. They sought to have established 
the earlier testamentary papers. Mr. Inderwick, 
Q.C., and Mr. Hamilton appeared for the plain- 
tiff; and Mr. H. B. Deane and Mr. Stroud for the 
defendants.—The deceased was formerly in the 
employ of the parents of the panada and 
afterwards in the service of a Mr. Godfred. 
She saved money, and in 1847 she married Mr. 
Grimwood, who predeceased her. In 1888 she 
executed the will now in dispute. Subsequently, 
while she was in bed taking tea, by accident 
a benzoline lamp was upset and the ding was 
set un fire, and the deceased being severely burnt, 
she died a few weeks afterwards.—In support of 
the will a number of witnesses were called, and 
they gave evidence as tothe sound testamentary 
capacity of the deceased.—On the other hand 
testimony was adduced to show that she suffered 
from delusions, and that owing to her great age 
she was not in a fit condition to make the will in 

uestion. One of the witnesses, the Rev. Mr. 

rmitage, said that he had declined to ad- 
minister the sacrament to her in consequence 
ot her “uncharitable spirit.“ She had been 
formerly a very religious woman, but afterwards 
her conduct changed; while a nurse who had 
attended her considered her of unsound mind and 
quite childish.—Mr. Deane caused some amuse- 
ment by calling as a witness his junior counsel, 
Mr. Stroud, formerly a solicitor at Cheltenham,
